Nevertheless  the^^  should  be  quite 
sufficient  for  the  present  needs  since  th.ey  onnwered  for  much 
greoter  numbers  of  children  25  yeorn  ogo  v/ithout  serious  detriment, 
ond  it  is  even  possible  thot  m,odern  requirements  moy  eventuolly 
hove  to  be  modified. to  lens  extrovogent  stondordn  in  thin  direction, 
infectious  dineone  hon  not  been  prevolent  omeng  the  children 
ot  tending.  The  wo  ter  nupjjly  is  notisfoctory.

prevalence  of,  ond.  control  over  Infect  iousguidc'oher  Diseases. 


1.  Diphtheria  was  the  most  frequent  of  the  notifiable  infectious 
diseases,  occurring  in  epideniic  form  among  children  in  Greenfield 
Orphanage  in  January,  ond  in  the  subsequent  suimner  months  in 
sporadic  outbursts  in  surrounding  parts  of  the  district.  Of  tiie  nine 
Cvusea  notified,  eight  occurred  in  Billinge  chapel  End,  4 being 
childi'en  at  Greenfield,  whilst  only  one  occiu'red  in  any  other  part 
of  the  district. 

A censu.s  of  parents  of  infants  Avilling  to  have  their 
children  immunised  against  diphtheria  avos  undertaken  preparatory 
to  the  introductions  of  a scheme.  The  results  v/ero  disappointing, 

15  provis iona lly  accepting  in  a total  of  116,  and  furtiier 
consideration  was  suspencled  at  the  outbreak  of  war.  I'.'Amunising 
serum  is  available  to  private  pract iticners  on  applicatioii,  but  none 
were  a.sked  for  during  the  year,  .Diphtheria  anti'i;oxin  is  also 
provided  foi’  use  at  the  discretion  of  pract itioners  in  actual  or 
suspected  cases. 

The  six  cases  of  puei’peral  Pyrexia  included  in  the 
subooined  table  Avere  all  not  if  icatioris  from  Billinge  Hospital  Avhere 
a large  and  groAAung  mateiuiity  service  has  d ev el ■ .p'-'d . All  six  v/ere 
residents  of  other  disti'icts,  and  tlierefoi'o  n.-i,  cc.rrectly  inclusive 
in  local  statistics  though  notified  to  me. 

Apart  from  the  notif  icat ions  enumero '.•e'"  above  infectious 
disease,  v/a..s  infrequent  dn  the  district  d.ui'lagr  year  and 
generally  .sporadic  and  mild  in  character.
